The demise of the VOC started in 1795 


The Hijacking of the last fleet of the VOC in 1795. 
(Through the eyes of a Frisian Captain of the ship “Mentor”.)

Preface: Captain Uilke Barends had been sailing one of the ships of the “Verenigde Oost-Indische 
Compagnie” VOC (United East-Indies Company) for more than two years. 

In 1794 he began the return voyage from South Africa to the Netherlands. The fleet had arrived in 
The Cape Of Good Hope and everything was going to plan. Barends was looking forward to 
returning home. He was totally unaware that his ship the “Mentor” was part of the last fleet that 
ever sailed for the VOC. The Dutch fleet became the victims of a devious ruse from the British. 


How this story began: 

Captain Uilke Barends was in command of the “Mentor”, a ship that was part of the VOC Fleet 
sailing under the Chamber of Zeeland. They departed Fort Rammekens, near Vlissingen in April 
1793. The voyage to Batavia lasted 6 months. Their time in Asia lasted more than 12 months. The 
“Mentor” finally departed Batavia on the 22 November 1794 for the homeward voyage. She 1s 
fully laden with Coffee, Pepper, Mace, Nutmeg, and Chinese Porcelain. Captain Barends and his 
crew remained in the Cape of Good Hope in excess of two months, before finally being able to 
leave on 21 May 1795. 

Now back in Europe, the time is late 1794, and the Political relations are on a knife’s edge. 
France, through Napoleon Bonaparte, annexed the Republic of the Seven United Netherlands. 
This meant that the Netherlands changed overnight from an ally to an enemy. This was good news 
for Britain, because in times of war, countries are allowed to capture one another nation’s ships by 
hijacking and piracy and then to sell both the ship and its entire cargo. The British, very cleverly, 
decided to make the most of this newly developed situation. 

When in May 1795, a large fleet of VOC ships departed the Cape of Good Hope, richly endowed 
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with precious cargo, the British took their opportunity and attacked this fleet. 
The “Mentor”, captained by Uilke Barends, was of course one of the ships in this fleet. The British 
had the advance knowledge that France had annexed the Republic of the Seven United 
Netherlands. The Dutch fleet captains, however, were totally unaware of this fact, as they had been 
away from Europe for a long time and only just returned from Asia. 
The British prepared their plan of attack and decided to use St Helena, a small island in the South 
Atlantic Ocean, which is about 3 weeks sailing from the Cape of Good Hope. 
We know that this was the same Island on which Napoleon Bonaparte would be banished and died. 
But at this time, that event still had to take place some time in the future. 
The Island was ruled by Britain since 1673 and its major function was to serve as an important 
stopover for fresh rations for ships that sailed between Europe and Asia. During these long 
voyages, which sometimes can last as long as nine months, the places where you could obtain fresh 
produce and water were of life saving importance. There were other places besides St Helena, for 
example, the Cape of Good Hope and the Cape Verdi Islands. Those were also important stopping 
places on these situations. 
Halfway through June 1795, a great deal of the VOC Fleet, which left the Cape of Good Hope in 
May 1795, arrived near St Helena, with The Netherlands as its final destination. After many years 
of economic misery, the VOC had great expectations about the potential profits that would flow 
from the cargo aboard these seventeen ships. Commissioner General, Sebastiaan Nederburgh was 
counting on at least ten million Guldens, equivalent to 70.5 Million 
Euros today. This windfall was to save the financially distressed VOC 
from financial ruin. 
The “Mentor” under Uilke Barends, together with the other 16 VOC 
ships, choose to sail the open sea towards St Helena. But this decision 
didn't run to plan. During the course of the voyage, the wind changed 
unfavourably and the fleet drifted apart. Captain Cornelius de Jong van 
Rodenburgh, from the warship “Scipio” explains: 
“Towards the evening, even before the ships had left the Falsbaai (false 
bay), the wind turned towards the South-East. First with a soft weak 
cooling breeze and then with a strong cooling breeze and the sea 
started to move somewhat. ”’ 
Barends decided to return and wait for better weather. What he doesn’t 
Kapitein Uilke Barends. realise at that time is, that this decision would have far reaching 

painted by Thomas Gaal. Consequences. 

The “Mentor” was not the only ship that turned around. A further eight 
VOC ships decided to opt for safety. The remainder of the fleet had moved on, together with the 
warships “Scipio” and “Comet”, which would protect them. This protection was lacking for the 
richly laden 9 VOC ships, when they set sail three days later. But the protection of a warship 
appeared to be an unnecessary luxury, as after all, Britain was an alley of the Netherlands. 
The second half of the VOC Fleet arrived at St Helena in beginning of June, with the “Mentor” 
amongst them. Whilst most of the 9 ships had stayed together, one of them, the “Houghly” had 
received better winds and had entered the Island on the 10" June. Another East-Indies ship was 
slower and would not arrive until the 3 July 1795. The other 7 ships caught sight of the island in 
the evening of the 13 June 1795 and decided to stay outside the bay overnight and the next 
morning they set sail for James Town, St Helena. Everyone was in a very good mood. 
Closer to the Island they saw some British ships coming towards them. As a token of friendship, 
the British did raise the Dutch Flag. But once the English ships were close, the British displayed 
their true intentions and they fired their canons at the unarmed Dutch Ships. No-one on the Dutch 
side understood what was going on. 
Captain Barends and his fellow Captains, during all the confusion that followed, tried to get away 
but the ships was too heavily laden to be able to flee.

and the hundreds of crewmembers who became prisoners of war? Captain Barends was freed 
within a few months. However, such fortune did not befall most of the crew members. 

For the Netherlands, the hijacking of the VOC Fleet was a huge loss. The fleet appeared to be the 
last one ever to sail for the VOC. The company didn’t have any financial reserves to cover this loss 
and the VOC went under. For the British on the other hand, the hijacking was a huge success. 

It delivered a lot of money. The demise of the VOC strengthened the position of the EIC. 

How was the story of the hijacking of the VOC Fleet told by the British? Well, of course the story 
was quite different. 

In the Rotterdam exhibition named: “How we ditched the Dutch, the Governor of St Helena, 
several Captains of the English ships, as well as the Painter Thomas Luny, told their story. 

It was a story from a jubilant perspective upon which they looked back with great pride. 

Through years of research as to the exact cause and circumstances of the hijacking of the last VOC 
Fleet, many captivating stories about the hiacking came to light. It 1s quite strange that the story of 
the hijacking of the very last VOC Fleet was largely unknown in the Netherlands. 

Despite the great attention devoted to the VOC, the research of this hijacking, which had such a big 
influence to the final financial ruin of the VOC, had not been completed. 

The story of this hijacking is not to be found in a single history book. There have been several 
Scientific studies into the end of the VOC. Don’t you find that rather strange, maybe? 

Well, maybe not. Big historical events are usually measured by the victors in large proportions and 
usually embellished a little to enlarge on the whole story. The losers remain quiet and devote little 
attention as to what happened. In this case, the Dutch did this as well. 

The loss of the ships near St Helena received minimal press coverage in 1795. Not a word was 
mentioned over the fate of the hundreds of crewmembers on these ships. 

Now, after nearly 225 years since that date, this silence 1s broken through the exhibition: “How we 
ditched the Dutch, or in Dutch: ”De kaping van de laatste VOC-vloot’, which is exhibited in the 
Maritime Museum of Rotterdam. Six Dutch and six British witnesses tell their story in this 
exhibition.

Terneuzen - City of the Flying Dutchman 








Terneuzen is a City and Municipality in the Province 
=) ~~ of Zeeland, in the South-West of the Netherlands, not far 
a |, _ from the Belgian border. With over 55,000 inhabitants, it 
is the most populous Municipality of Zeeland. 

* Archives first mention the City in 1325, when it was 
called Ter Nose. The harbour of Terneuzen was first 
mentioned in 1460. And it was granted City rights by 
Prince William of Orange in 1584. 

In the mid-19th century, fortifications were built around Terneuzen. The Arsenal in the city 
Centre stands as a reminder of that time.

History: 
From the very beginning, shipping has been a key part of the City. In the old harbour, on the 
site of the current market, goods were loaded and then transported to Ghent on barges. The 
City’s economic boom began with railway lines to Mechelen and Ghent, which made 
Terneuzen an important hub for handling and storing goods. That enticed Dow Chemicals 
to open a large Chemical Plant. 
Terneuzen 1s and was as a strategically located port on the 
waterways to Ghent, in Belgium. 
Tradition has it, that Terneuzen was once the home of the # 
legendary Flying Dutchman, Captain Van der Decken, who © 
cursed God and was condemned to sail the seas forever, as " 
described in the Frederick Marryat novel: ” The Phantom 
Ship” and the Richard Wagner opera: The Flying 
Dutchman.”

The Ghent-Terneuzen Canal: 

The Ghent—Terneuzen Canal is a Canal linking Ghent in 
Belgium to the port of Terneuzen on the Scheldt Estuary, 
thereby providing Ghent with better access to the sea. 

The Canal was constructed between 1823 and 1827 on the 
initiative of the Dutch King at the time. Belgium and the 
Netherlands had become a united Country under the terms 
agreed at the Congress of Vienna. Between 1870 and 1885, 
the Canal was enlarged to a depth of six and a half meters

at its centre and to a width of 17 meters at its base and 68 meters at the surface level; many 
bridges along the Belgian sector had to be rebuilt. 

In February 2015 Flanders and the Netherlands signed a treaty for the construction of a new 
lock at Terneuzen, the same size as those used in the Panama Canal, scheduled for 
completion in 2021 and costing €920M. The Canal presently 1s 200 meters wide and 32 
kilometres long, capable of accommodating ships of up to 125 000 gross tonnage. The 
largest permitted vessel to use the canal is 265 meters long 
x 34 meters wide, with a draft up to 12.5 meters. 
Tourism: 

A walk along the river boulevard (Scheldeboulevard) is a 
marvellous experience. The ships on the Westerschelde 
estuary come so close, you can almost touch them! 

The boulevard 1s also home to one of the largest bronze 
statues in the Netherlands: ’”The Vesalius”’. 

Visit the nearby restaurants on the river boulevard and | 
make a night of it. Your first call should be the Porgy and _—_—‘ The Vesalius: The man in the Cape. 
Bess Jazz Café, which started in 1944 and has grown to attract the biggest stars from the 
jazz world, as well as rock, roots, classical and more. 

The bond between Terneuzen and jazz is enhanced by the annual Jazz Festival, called 
Zeeland Jazz. This week-long festival 1s co-held in Terneuzen and Middelburg. Come and 
feel the vibrant beat. 

Another longstanding tradition is the City’s Harbour Days. For three very bustling days, the 
area in and around Terneuzen’s harbour is full of activity. 

And skiing can be done all year round at the ’Skidome”.

For this puzzle three letters are 
revealed. Start with entering 
these throughout the puzzle and 
then start to guess your first 
word or letter. Use a pencil to 
start, then if it does not workout, 
you can erase it and start again. 
Some letters, e.g. the letters E 
and A and S occur more often 
then others e.g. the letter X or Z. 
The first three word of last 
week’s Codebreaker were rather 
hard to guess, and solving the 
puzzle was challenging. 

The first 3 words I found were: 
Tomorrow, Marjoram and 
Overawe, then it became a bit 
easier. 

The letter codes for last month’s 
Codebreaker was as follows: 
A=18; B=9; C=5; D=8; E=19; 
F= 24; G=23; H=19; [=2; 
J=22; k=26; L=6; M=4; N=16; 
O=11; P=3; Q=7; R=15; S=21; 
T=10; U=17; V=1; W=13; 
X=20; Y=12; Z=25.
